BELLE GLADE-The Belle Glade 
branch of the Palm Beach Blood 
Bank at Glades General Hospital, 
1201 South Main Street will be 
open from noon until 8 p.m. as of 
Tuesday, March 14. 

Margie Brown, R.N., will be in 
charge of the blood bank at the 
hospital assisted by Mrs. Eleanor 
Awbery, receptionist. 

"Most of us never realize how 
vital blood is until there is 4^ 
personal or family emergency," 
Mrs. Brown said. “Then our lives 
may depend on it." 

Mrs. Brown said human blood 
lasts only 21 days and therefore 
the blood bank needs donors on 
daily basís in order to ko 
supplies at thi- hospital safe and 
usable. 

Blood is a living human organ- 
ism,” she said. "We cannot stock- 
pile it as it would be wasted. So we 
need people to visit the blood bank 
once or twice a year on a regular 
basis." 

The blood donated at the Belle 
Glade hranch is sent to the Palm 
Beach Blood Bank laboratory in 
West Palm Beach for testing and 
typing. The blood is then returned 


to Glades General Hospital in the 
quantities and types called for by 
the hospital laboratory. 

Under the umbrella of the Palm 
Beach Blood Bank, the hospital is 
assured that blood or components 
such as plasma, platelets, red cells, 
etc. will be available in whatever 
quantity needed and in any emer- 
gency 24 hours a day. 

In a lifé-or-death situation, the

But these weren't enough and 
the hurricanes of 1926 and 1928 
proved the need for a strong dike 
around Lake Okeechobee. 

Herbert Hoover, running for 
president, visited the Everglades 
and after being elected, shoved 
thrugh legislation that would allow 
for the dike's construction.
